rape pon bis Conſerence and R eligion, in ther proſer- 
red enforcement of his Converſwn to Popery;as if their 
Infanta had been to bim more precious then bis ſoule, 
or that bee bad beene ſo m__ grounded and in-

And to ſtep yet a degree farther ; was it not abet-

nate them. The Proteſtants, I ſay, wh» are thoſe by 
whom our King bis Father raigneth , and without 
whom his Maeflie can never ſubſiit nor raigne ; nor 
bis Highbneſſe ſucceſſively aſpire, or bope t» aſpire to 
his Crownes and Kingdomes after bim, ſub theyare 
the life , the vigour, the heart, and the ſoule thereof, 
And will our King,and our Prince,our Parliaments, 
and our ProteFlants of England,then ever forget this 
inveterate rage,and infernall malice of Spain 4g4/nſ 
them 2 as alſo the reſt of their imperious and inſulting 
cariage towards bi Highnes,and towards great Brit- 
taine, 44 if they priz.d it at ſo low.a rate, and mad: 
their boundles ambition ſo exceſſrvelyover-value their 
owne Spaine ? that that were in the Criſis of ber 
weakeneſſe and miſery,and this in the prime QF verti- 
alopr of ber power and glory! And when his High. 


nel/e preſſed them for the refluturion of the Palatinate, 
ich they bad p—_—_ to the King bis Father, 
then they temporize ſo cumungly, and ſubtillized ſo 
treacherouſly with him, that every day brought forth 
new delayes and dijficulties, till in the end they bad 
made the cure worſe then the diſeaſe, baving taken 
firme footing therein, were enforced to onvaile & LL 
maske their diſſimulation,and faintly and coldly to af- 
fame , that they would treat with the Emperour for 
| E the 


the reſktution thereof, but could not promiſe it : Thus 
having abuſe ed, fiſt our King the Fathber,and then our 
Prince the Sonne , they have now likgwiſe betrayed 
and ruined our Princeſſe the Daughter in their final 
Conqueſt, and reſolute detention of the Prince ber 
Husbands Palatinate,that Princeſſe 1 ſay,whoſe roy- 
all and ſublime vertues , make her the honour of ber 
time, the ornament of ber ſexe, and the Phenix Prin- 
eſſe of the world, Whereonto adding the abſolute 
breach of the Mateh long fimce prophetically dela- 
eerated , and caſt in Heaven by the *Princely and 
Royall Authors of this Conſultation , and ſence the 
ſame breacbbere on earth likewiſe ſo bappily confirmed 
by the King, as alſo by the Prince : ſo all theſe premi- 
ſes confudered, bath not England reaſon to bate Spain, 
in regard Spaine hates it 2 eſpecially becauſevf theſe 
10 mayne enſuing points £7 important conſulerations? 
Firſt, for that the King of Spaine 14 a greater, and 
more profeſſed Enemy to our ſacred King,and bis Roy- 
all poſterity,then either the Emperour,or Dake of Ba- 

varia, and is ſo tc be beld and eſteemed of vs. 
Secondly,that therefore to denounce Warre to him, 
and to make it good as ſoone a4 it is denounced , is as 
Honourable as neceſſary, and as iuſt as honorable for 
England; As vpon New yeares day laſt 1 made theſe 
two points apparant and manifeſt to the ray : In my 
Diſcourſe intituled Votive Angliz , which 1 jos

bis Maieſtie in the bebalfe and favour of the Prince 
Palatine his ſonne in law , for the reſtoration of bis 
Paartinate. 

Hawng thus (with as much diſdaine at gnefe ) 
ſeene bis mveterate malice towards great Brittaine, 
towards our King and his Royall poſterity, and conſe- 
quently the eminent danger whereinto our profound ſe- 
curity hath throwne and precipitated vs in perticular; 


and vnderſtanding likewiſe bow the ſaid King of 


Spaine with Xerxes , threatens the Seas and 
Mountaines of Europe in generall . B eng as well 
in heart as tongue an Engliſhman , and therefore 
knowing by Grace , what.1 owe by Nature to my na- 
turall Prince and Country ( like Creſlus bis dumbe 
Sonne) I would not , 7 could not bee ſilent there- 
at , But muſt expoſe thu Conſultation of Vox Coli 
to the light and ſaght of the world : 7 meane to the 
light of your knowledge , and the faght of your conſi- 
deration , pnder the ſecure T arget , and ſafe ſhelter 
and Santtuary of your auſpicious protettion. 

To you therefore great Brittaines greateſt Palla- 
dines and Champions, to you the invmcible Bulwarks 
of our King and his Royall Progeny , and the inex- 
pupnable Cittadell and Acrocorinth of our Eſtate : 
To zou 7 ſay the C onſcript Fathers of our ſupreameſ? 
Senate ; doth it tn duty preſent it ſelfe, and _ 
uy 


lity PE it ſelfe ; which when your fa#t leaſure 
hath curiouſly read, and your beſt 2eale carefully and 
maturely confudered : Then by all that true Engliſh , 
blood which ftreameth in your beart and veines, by all 
the love which your Country beares you,and by all the 
duty and affettion which reciprocally you owe to your 
Country; I both requeſt and canuure you, To tell our 
King that it is nothing for bis Mateſtie to have made 
a brave and generous Declaration of Warres againſt 
Spaine, except be ſpeedily ſecond it with execution.., 
without which it will prove 4 vaine Fantaſma, and 
an abortive Embrion : -T ell him, that it were the 
laſt Atts of Auguſtus, which embelliſhed bis raigne, 
and that olde Pericles made the greatnes of his gene- 
roſuy and pu revive C> flouriſhon bis Tombe, 
when bee _ - _— 10 warre Von the 
Pellopeneſſians : T ell bim that Philopzmenus af- 
ſomes, that peace 1s the beſt time to meditate of w. 
Tell him that fo tranſport Warre into Spal ne, 1s to 4- 
wyde and prevent it in England,as Hanniball ſaid 
to King Antiochus, that the only way to make warre 
apainſt the Romanes , was to begin it in the heart 
and bowels of the Dominions of Rome , and ſo to 
vanquiſh Traly by Italy. Tel bim that Plutarch 
aſurmes . there 137 16thon ſo royall or magnificent 
ma Kino, as to take Armes to aſſ;h and revenge his 
| Conteds- 


Confederates vmuſily oppreſſed and ruined much more 
his owne Royal children, and that if the Palatinate 
be too farre, that Flanders and Brabant, are but the 
shirts and Suburbs of England. T ell bim that Age- 
filaus ſad, that words are feminine, and deedes maſ:- 
culine, and that it it a preat point of bonour diſcretion, 
and bappineſſe for a Prince, to give the fuſk blowe to 
his Enemies. Tell bimthat Spaniards bate vs ;why 
then ſhould we love them? that wee can beate them at 
our pleaſures , why then ſhould we feare them? Tell 
him that if it goe not well with Holland , it maj 
needes poe ill with England; and that if wee doe not 
preuent their ruine, that wee cannot ſecure our owne 
danger. Tell him that in matters of Warre, it 1s dan- 
gerous to make a ſtand, ſhamefull to retive, and glori- 
ous to advance. Tell him that Philip of Spaine is of 
Pirrhus his nunde, who If ad, that baving devoured 
and conquered all Enrope, be would end bis dayes in 
jolity and pleaſure in Macedonia. And therefore 
that it is time, yea bigh time to ſtrike vp our Drums 
againſt bim, becauſe as well our ſafety, a4 our Honour 
enVites Ps to it.

ty, yet tet our reſolution and courage open them to the 
immenency ofour danger, that our glory may ſurmount 
our ſhame, and our ſwords cut thoſe tongues —_ 
in pietes , which henceforth dare euber to ſpeaks of 
pedce,or write of truce with Spaine.

Eanen becing Gods Throne, and Earth his 

Footſtoole, it is impoſsible any thing can bee 

here ſpoken and acted, but will thebe heard, 
revealed and detected ; for not enely our hearts but 
our thoughts, not only our tongues bur our intents, 
lye open and are obvious & tranſparent,to the glori. 
ous and relucent eyes of Gods moſt ſacred Maicſtie, 
who bcing the ſole Architector,& preſcruer both of 
Heauen and Earth, rules char by his preſence, this by 
his providence, and both by his power; and that vve 
Men are not by many thouſand degroes fo greatin. 
his eyes, as the ſmalleſt Pyſmires are in ours ; who 
lookes ſtill onour Defignes and Actions, ſomtimes 
with approbation, now with pitic, then with con- 
tempt, and anon with Choller & Indignation,being 
himſelte the pryme Preſydenr,the great Moderator, 
the mightic Councellor, the erernall and cuerlaſtin 
I ; Who can gnd will giue Lawes to gl! the 
Kings and Princes of theearth, as they do to their 
ſubjects, by their ſubordinat, and yet tranſcendent 
power, wn from his moſt ſacred ic of Hea- 
ven, as the Srarres who actually derine their light, & 
borrow their luſtre from the refulgent beames, and 
glorious bodie of the Sun. 

And as this great God ſeared in his Cceleſtiall 
throne of Glory, with his all-ſecing and ſacred cyes 
beholdsin Heaventhe thoughts and actions ofmen 
heeron Earth, fo likewiſe out of his indulgent mercy 
and prpuidence he likewiſe PENNEY

Holineſlc in ec, may e that of Spaines 
temporall Monarchy , fo as that thall yy 
oc, and theſe wings to flic tothe height of carth- 
y greatneſſe z whereby the Catboligue Kings aye, 
out of the ruines of Rome and Germanic, to ere ano» 
ther Empire in the Welt, and endeauour by degrees 
to aooy 4 of na Kingdomes and Free Eſtates of 
Exr come Provinces untg Spe/ne;, as, ſore b 
_— ſome by policy foe by treachery, and 7 
by the March of he Infams his Daughter, 
with our moſt Illuftiiqus and Royall Prince Charles 
next t0-his Royall Father King Jewer;*our molt 
Dread Soveraigne)the hope of Exglaslife, and the 
ife of its Ioy and hope. 

I fay Ppenat hath projegs and reſolutions of 
Spaine, having with as much ſortunary as cclerity) 
dowes of Heaven, it faſtarriued there, to the vnder- 
fanding of that immortal a" 
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whoſe heart ever loueg Emy/and as her ſoule did Hea- 
ven, and of whoſe flouriſhing welfare ard proſperity 

I cannot truly averre,whether ſhe till remayne more 
jealous or ambitious ; Whereat grieving with as, 
much diſdaine, as ſhe diſdained with griefe,8 know.
